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DETAILED ACTION 

The Group and/or Art Unit designation of your application in the PTO has 
changed.

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims 1-21 and 30-37 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in the reply filed on 8/12/02. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1,144) See MPEP 
§821.01. 

Drawings 

The drawings filed 3/6/03 remain objected to because the labeling of Figures 2-8 does not 
conform with 37 CFR 1.84(u)(l). For example the successive sheets making up Fig. 2 should be 
labeled Fig. 2A, 2B, 2C, etc. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
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removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figxires must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures, the replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Applicant has not addressed this objection. 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

The listing of claims filed in the reply of 8/8/05 contains two claims numbered 31. As 
indicated in the Office action of 1 1/6/02, the second claim numbered 31 and claims 32-36 were 
renumbered as claims 32-37. Applicant is required to present a listing of claims as per 37 CFR 
1.121 to reflect the renumbering of the claims in response to this Office action. Failure to do so 
will be considered to be non-responsive. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 22-29 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, for the reasons of 
record set forth in the Office action of 10/6/03, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification 
in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 22-29 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for the reasons of 
record set forth in the Office action of 10/6/03, as failing to comply with the enablement 
requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification 
in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Response to Arguments 
AppHcant's arguments filed 7/15/05 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has presented the same arguments as those advanced in the Reply of 
4/6/04. These arguments have already been addressed in the Office action of 6/15/04. No new 
arguments have been presented. 

Conclusion 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
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of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the appUcation prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114. 
See MPEP § 706.07(b). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
